Since 
then boys who at that time were six or 
eight years old have had time to receive 
common school education and to attain 
their majority, Hence, if popular gov- 
ernment were now restored, a consi¢er- 
able percentage of the colored voters 
would be found to possess fair edca- 
tional qualifications; and the proportion 
of such is increasing year by year.
